But that N. S. might do the Devils work under the more 
colourable pretence, he charetth ws with denying Angels and 
Spirits, whereas its publickly known, thats we do exhort people 
(according to the Apoſtles Dottrine) 20 come unto Mount-Sion, 
and to the Gicy of the Living God, the Heavenly Feruſa- 
lms, and tothe innumerable company of Angels, and Spirits 
of juſt men made perteQ: and if we did not believe theſe thirigs, 
we wou'd not exhort to them, And as to his wicked inſinuation, 
that we deny the Immortality of the Soul, that's [alſe, as all our 
Books and Writings will teſtific 5 and particularly our tate An- 
ſmers to Lodowick Muggleron, that falſe witneſs, who affirms 
that the Soul dies with the Body ; for we ſay with the Apoſtle, 
If in this lite only we bave hope in Chriſt, we are of all 
men moſt miſerable. 

And a3 touching Randolph.Yearwood's ſaying; That N.S.

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Have feen Nathaniel Smith's Pamphlet (who tiles bimſelf Stu- 
dent in-Phyfick) dedicated to George Lord Delamer of Dunham 
Maſſey, inthe Courty Palatine of Cheſter, by Randolph Year- 
wood Prielt of Pankriage 3 the which Pampblet is full of Jeers, 
Scoffs, Slanders, Contradictions, and Lyes 3 and ſtuffed full 
of 'Envy, becauſe he the faid XN. S. and ſome others were reproved 
in a 'Meecing for cheir vicious living; therefore he mocks and ſcoffs, 
and calls ir, The Quakers Spiritual Court ; and there are very many 
ſcorgfall ſpeeches contained nr it, which may ſtir up light minds; 
which is not worth mentioning, and beins alcogeiher falſe; which, 
we ſhall leave to all the ſober, prude''t and ingenious to judge, who 
know our lives and converſations all the Nartion over. | 
And as for Nathaniet Smith being conve:{-' * among the Quakers 
abdur Fourteen years, this is utterly falſe, £24 a known lye, both 
in his own Councry, and'ac Briſtol, in Jrelond, at Lond:y; and in 
the North, atd elſewhere ; who did run out 1ato che iooſe ſpiric of 
the World, and did ſuch things, as indeed is a ſhame co ſpeak, of, 
which'is known both in Irelavd, Dublin, Briſtol, Cheſhire and Lon- 
dons though'we were tender towards him, to reclaim him from bis 
vice, though he had been out of fellowſhip with us about xwelve or 
thirteen years: And'ſo weare ſorty chat ſuch Lyes ſhould be direR- 
ed to ſuch Perſons. And therefore we delire that this our Anſwer - 
may be communicated to thoſe Perſons unto whom his was dedica» 
ted,, and unto all Places and Perſons where his Pamphler may 
come;: Forindeed, he hath abuſed us, and wronged us, and per. 
yerred our words throughour his whole Book. And therefore our 
deſires are, that in humility, and fear of God, without reſpeR of 
perſonis, that people would try all things before they receive things 
in their belief ; for we did look upon him as a looſe: perſon, ant 
lo his end makes it manifeſt, 4 | 
Thongh Razdolph Yearword ſeems to daub him up in his wicked- 
nefs, and compares him with St Srephey, For indeed he carried 
bimſelf'fo among Friends, that they were aſhamed of him, yet ſuch 
a One. will ſerve Prieſt Tearwoed to canonjze among the Martyrs, , 
who compates him ro Srephes. And the Prielt ſaith, 7; wa George. 
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Lord Delamer, aud William 6, HEIRS pleaſure and deſire to 
have the Book printed; which, truely we are ſorry that ſuch a per- 
ſon as the Prieſt {hou}d make ſuch Perſons as they are to be Patrons 
of ſuch Lyes, and abuſive flanderous jeeringand ſcornfull expreli- 
ons: And the ſaid Prieſt makes a large Diſcoutſe in bis Epiſtle De- 
dicatory of Zowing, how that 7acob bowed to Eſau 5 now Jacob was 
the Second Birth, and Zſas the Firſt Birth : Its manifeſt chat 7acev 
{till is und:r the profane nature in this Prieſt, and there is bowed and 
opprelt, and that Zacob is not lord over Eſa# in him, for if it had, 
his Eſaz would not have uttered ſo many Lyes and ſcorofull ſcoffing 
expreſſions, as may be ſeen in his Epiſtle, as though all Manners 
and Breedins conſiſted in Bowings, or Scrapings, or putting off _the 
Hat, and ſaying you to a particular; and all who do not ſuch things 
are Clowns 3 and by his Argument the Angel in the Revelaticn, 
and the Apoſtles, and Chriſt jeſus, and many of the Prophets come 
ur.cer his judgment 2 Butirs plain, evil words have corrupted this 
Prieſts manners , for che Truth doth teach us how co behave our 
{elves in a godly fear towards God and all men, and to honour all 
men, that is to eſteem all men; and they that do rule well with 

double honour, thar is double eſteem. | | 
And alſo the Prieſt in his ſaid Epiſtle Dedicatory falſly compares 
the 2zakers to thoſe in 7xde, that went in Cain, and Core, and Ba- 
laam's way. Truly, this he might very well have applied to him- 
{eif, and ſee how heis turned with the Times, and admires mens | 
| perſons becauſeof advantage 3 and ſee if he did not ſpeak againſt 
this Power, tn the other Powers dayes, and ſo againit Dignities; let 
the ſober people who knowir judge, whether this Scripture in 7wde 
be to beapplyed co us or him. And as for his abuſive tearms, in fay- 
ing, The Qnakers Bull and Sentence of Excommunication againſt 
Nathaniel Smith , this ſhews his ignorance of us z for we donot caſt 
out any, nor excommunicate any, for they caſt themſelyes our, ii 
they go into wickedneſs and tranſgreſſion ; and go out of the Fel- 
Jlowſhip of the Goſpel. | 
And in the next Epiſtle, which is ſubſcribed .by Nathaniel Smith, 
Student in Phyſ1ck, which is ſtuffed full of Lyes alſo, ard ground- 
leſs things, which be had not from the 9wakers, but his own ima- 
ginacions; for there he ſpeaks as though che Yzakers deny Angels, 
. Spirits, anda Souls of men after this Life; this he never had oy 
the

the Quakers ; and that pr might live s they will; but this is bis 
own Ranting and Heatheniſh principle, which we did believe, and 
look' upon him to bein: And he compares the @xak-rs belief to 
the Heathen, which truly is bis owns for the 2rakers believe in 
God,and Chriſt Jeſus who is the Judge of quick and dead,and which 
will give to every man a reward according to his works; and who 
is able to caſt both Body and Soul inco Hell, as may de ſeen in the 
SCriptures. 

And whereas he often ſpeaks of the Buakers caſting him onr, and 
their writing a paper againſt him; this alſo is utterly faiſe : for when 
he ſhould have anſwered to ſuch things as he had done to the diſ- 
honour of che Lord and bis Truch, which grieved ſober people, be 
went out from amongſt us bimſelf without any bidding, ina great 
rage and paſlion, all che people know it chat were in the Meeting, 
which he ſcoffingly calls the Quakers Coure, and ſo often ſcoffs and 
tells of acoming to the next Court, ſhewing his enmity againſt all 
200d order; for we did alwayes declare againſt his Dcunienels, 
Heatheniſm, Rantiſm and looſneſs. 

And then Smith makes a great preamble why he followed the 
Quakers Set; and in this he hath not done as an ingenious man, 
in many things ; for ſome of our words he hath taken and maſhed 
a great deal of his own ſtuff amongſt them. And yet he is ſmiting 
at the people called Quakers, as though they denied, and levell'd 
a1] Magiſtracy ; which our praQtice proves the contrary : for d0 
not we cone when we are called; and pay our Aſſeſiments and 
Taxes, that we may live a peaceable and godly life under them. 

And then in his third page, he falſly goes about to accuſe che 
a of Contradiftions, and Backbitings, and falſe Accuſations, 
and ative Perſecution ; which indeed, this was his own work 3 and 
chat was ebecauſe that our Friends had two meetings with bim, be- 
cauſe that he had ſlandered ſome, and backbited others ; his own 
Book bewrays him to all modeſt People. 

And now at laſt he hath publiſhed his lyes & fanders ina ſcornful 
icoffing way to the World, and to great perſons : and judge all ſober 
people) whether this be not toſtir up Perſecution and hatred & ma» 
lice againſt ns,(whoare a ſuffering people)by uttering ſuch groſs hor- 
rid Lyes (and making the Quakers Principles ſoerroneous) which 
tbe Quakers, never thought on 3 and what is this but to bring _ 
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(1) | 
under* Perſecution by envious minds? And is notthis. a great piece 
of malice of his, that becauſe ſome of our Friends were caſt inco 
Priſon that were poor, and kept long there z ſome, ſeven. or eight 
years ; becauſe that Friends belped their neceſſities;and helped their 
Wives and Families to plow.their Land, he is therefore offended, 
and ſpeakes of it by way of reproach : fo, if this be nor the ſame 
Pirir that perſecuted chem, and that would devour, let every ſo- 
ber and impartial minded man judge. And then, co cover himſelf, 
he falſly fays, This did beget a heart-burning among the Quakers, 
And this prabtice of pure Religion, to viſit the Priſoners, and. relie- 
wing the Poor hath blinded the eyes of the wsſe, he ſays. Ste how 
poorly he comes off withit ; whether that Scripture that he Quotes 
was applyed to ſuch as helped the needy, and relieved the poor, and 
viſited Priſoners. 

And as for T ale-carriers, we know none more then himſelf, And 
therefore our Friends had a meeting: about him, for his looſneſs, and 
tale-bearing,- and backbiting ; and ſuch as do ſo, bave neither love 
co Gcd nor his People 3 and ſuch do not mind their own conditt 
ons, . how itſtands betwixt them and the Lord, and ſuch dark nn- 
clean and'looſe ſpirits we did alwayes judge: and this he ſayes be- 
got 4 contention, becauſe we could not have fellowſhip with ſuch as 
he accounted Miniſters, and did not know their own conditions, 
nor did not lead their lives according to what they ſpoke. and ſo 
he was the man, becauſe his perſon was not reſpeRed, neither was 
juſtified in his evil way 3 and they who ſpeak againſt any man falſe- 
ly, they ought to judge it, and to be ſorry foric. And he goes on 
in the fourth and fiſt pages of his Book, and makes a great ir about 
Miniſters, .and ſuch as ſpeak againſt them ; _and how that they would 
look ſtrangely at others who they had net unity with, and who had ſpoken 
againſt them; andif a Miniſter took them by the hang, and gave them 
4 gentle reproof, and did but touch them with the tip end of bu finger, 
&c. And this is another of his ſcoffs which did not become him ; 
indeed we were ſtrangers to him and ſuch evil Speakers, and yet 
we would have all that name the Name of Chriſt co depart from 
106 uty., | 

And whereas be makes a boaſt, that he wever took money, nor me* 
85 worth, but got bi living with his own hands ;, that we (hall leaye 


tothe Countries that know him when ke was a Shoemaker, yes 
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be came fict-among Friends, and'then came to be a DoRor. But 
indeed, when he was tried, he had not very much judgement in this, 
and we were afraid that he would do people more hure then-good 3 
and then he run ont from among Friendsabout ewelve or thirteen 
years fince; and when he had run himſelf. out inthat alſo, then he 
came among Friends in the North, when he could not tell where to 
put: his head, and Friends were tender towards him, who would 
have had him recovered again, but never was to his dying day. | 
In page $. he ſpeaks of ſome things, which for modeſty ſake, he will 
' paſs over with ſilence : This is but deceit; for if he could have gotten 
any ching againſt us, he would have publiſhed it upon the houſe top,as 

he hach done, as-you-may ſee by his railing,and the reſt of his Lyes. 
Andyhereas in the (aid page 5, of ſome of the Miniſters raiſing 4 
People to themſelves, and others coming and got the fruit of their la- 
bexrs;, and ſcoffingly ſays, got their Biſhoprich from them; this is 
lixethe reſt of his Lyes 3 and ſaid, they returued home and viſrted the 
Hy z This is faiſe alſo. And fo. you may ſee bow long 
e hath warched for evil (againſt us) firſt and laſt y and for want of 
that, he utters forth his own Lyes and Folly. And chen he ſays, 
The Quakers deny Marriage, and ſaid it was luſt, and came of the 
Devilz and this aſſo is more Lyes : For the Quakers Principle was, 
[ That to forbid Marriage was the DoQtine of Devils; ] 
as may be ſeen in our Books ap and down the Nations: and fo the 
Reader may ſee (who peruſes our Boaks) how this man hath abu- 
ſedus: and he ſays, The firſt Marriage that ever he knew was in Pri- 
fon: whatever he knew, we know, that there were many marriages 
many years before he came amongſt us ; but this ſhews his ma- 
— againſt us, and his ignorance of us, by which he would vill

In page 6. he faith, When any came together there w.s wet any that 
knew beſides themſelves: this is falſe; for it was never the- practiſe 
amongſt us ſo. to do; for they declared it ts their Relations, and to 
Friends before ever they ſpoke of it to the Meetings, that with the 
conſent of their Parents and Friends chey might go together in the 
fearof God; and then they declared it in the Meetings; and then 
they wait a time chat Friends may make enquiry (if there be any 
doubt or ſuſpition concerning either) if they be free from all other 
men and women; and then, if they be clear and free, they declare 
B 2 it 
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it again in the Meeting after DIGTY made, whetber the things be 
_ true as they ſpeak, that ſo nothing but what is clean and pure 
may be owned amongſt us; and then they appoint a day, and an 
Aſſembly, and take one another, — the example of the 
holy men of God, and the Scriptures of Truth, in the Preſence 
of God ard his People; and then its recorded in @ Book, accord- 
ing to the Command of God unto 1/aiah the Prophec ; and fo, in 
this thing alſo he abuſes us, and belies us. 

And whereas he ſpeaks of differences and difſentions abowr Marrs- , 
age, and open war about the ſame ; and that George Fox ſends others 
of his Miniſters to proclaim againſt them ; theſe be more of his 
Lyes. But if any went diſorderly together, contrary to the pra» 
Rice of the holy men of God, we diſown ſuch: for Marriage is 
honourablein all, and the bed undefiled. 

And whereas he fayes, he would never take one part or other, but 
fenught to makeprace. Alas, filly man, he ftaid not ſo long among us 
after he perked up to be a Dotor, but became an abſolute 
Enemy both to our Principles and PraQtice, and to Truth ic elf, 
though of late years be came amongſt us, and ſeemed to be hum- 
blez bur fil! Friends ſaw him to be dark and fottiſh, and many were 
aware of him. 

Ard then he ſays, (ſcofingly) That about five or fix years ago 
they had no Coxrt. | 

Anſw. We bave had the ſame praftiſe amongſt us about twenty 
years, as denying ungodlineſs, and unrighteouſneſs, and admoniſh- 
ing that all may live ſoberly and righteouſly, as becomes the Goſpel, 

Ard then in the ſixth and ſeventh pages of bis Book, he ſpeaks 
of the canſe of bis diſlike of rhe Quakers, and the Principle of George 
Fox, and others. 7 

Anſw. Now people, was it like this man ſhould know our Prin- 
ciple and Practice, who had been about 12 or 13 years from us, 
and gone into (ach praQtiſes which are not fit to be ſpoken : bur if 
you will further hear of them; you may enquire of them in Dx#- 
li», and other parts in reland; though afterwards he ſeemed to re- 
pent : Bur we had fill x godly fear, and a ſight that it was not from 
the heart; but having the mind of Chrift, who would have all men 
co be ſaved; we had patience and long ſaffering towards him, de- 
firing his recovery, _ 
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And whereas he fſayes, that Geo:ge Fox heard that be held the 
Earth was rownd, Whereas to try him,G.F. alledged what the Scrip- 
tures ſpeaks of tour Corners of the Earth, Ja. 11. a2. and the 
breadth of the Earth, eb 38. 18. and ſaid, Haſt thou perceived 
the breadch of the Earth ? declare ifthou knoweſt it all. And G,F. 
asked him, whar Scripture he had for the roundneſs of the Earth ? 
had he ir not from ſome of the Heathen Philoſophers Books ? But 
never mentioned twelve a Clock; bar ſaid, did not the Sun hine 
at Jeruſalem, Rome, and Germany, and T xrkey, and New- England, 
and Virgin, and berein Exglazd about the middle of the day ? buc 
of the Earth and about thoſe things there was more in the things 
then could be ſpoken to him. 'And did not che Prophers and ho!y 
men of Ggd. ſpeak of che four corners, and breadth of the Earth 
by Revelation? and did they not cry againſt Philoſophers, and 
Aſtrologers, and Srar-gazers ? = 

And he abuſes G. F. inſying, that he fathered his Errors upon 
the Spirit, and Revelation: bur he {puke the Scripture Language 
to him 3 and he hath frequently confeſſed to fohn Srabs, that George 
Fox was the wiſeſt man chat ever he. met witha?, or believed was up- 
on the Earth 3 and would ſubmic to him in theſe matters, and ail 
Phyſica) things ; though George Fex never had unity with his ſpiric 3 
though he would have had the man recoveredfrom his looſe life. 

And then Smith ſaith, that he ſpoke zo George Fox of Spiritual 
Boaves, and Angels, but he denied them; This is alcogether falſe, for 
the Scripture is plentifull fr tbac of Spiricual Bodies and Angels 
both. But Smith was ſpeaking of evil Spirits walking in che mighe 
with bodies; and G. Fs ſaid, henever ſawany of thoſe from his 
youth, walking ia the night, as he ſpeaks of : And ſome were 
ſpeaking they durſt not. go into. the Steeple-houſe in the night ; 
G. F. told them, he curſt liethere; and thus Cmirh was ralking of 
old Wives fables zo affright children. Bur did not diſcourſe 
about Angels,and Heavenly and Spiritual Bodies. But there areevil 
Spirits, though the Power of God is over them all. 

And he faich, another diſcourſe he thadwith G.F. about the Soul, 
and having a Spiritual Body after thi life 3 and that G. F, ſhould ſay, 
it was the Breath of God which was oppreſſed with the wicked. 

Anfw. Here Smith bath wronged our Principle : but George 
{poke truth, that God breathed into man the Breath of Life, and 
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Mas became a Living Soul 3 and the fleſbly lufts'doth war againſt 
the Soul, and ſo there it was oppreſſed 5 © Yet there wasa de- 
. generation and fall in Man when he went from the Life , ] 
bur George never denied that the Soul ſhould have a Spiritual Body 
after this Life, 

And then Smith in his, page $8. makes application (with a Pa- 
rentheſis) that gll Souls ſhould return to God. : 

Anſw.Tboſe were not G.F's words,but bis own principle of Ran- 
tiſm; for the Soul that fins ſhall die: And he that is able to caſt 
both Body and Soul into Hell, people are to feat him : And yet this 
Smith never ſeemed to bediſſatisfied about G. F*s anfwer, and now 
in his malice he hath pur it out in Print. | 

And in the ſame page, Smith faith, be diſconrſed with G.F, about 
the Beaſts of the field, and creeping things ;, and that he did affirm, that 
they hadreaſan as well 5 maus and all the difference between them and 
man wn, that the man was ſallen from his firſt ſtate, and ſo man was 
worſe then a Beaſt, x : : 

Anſw, Here he wrongs CG. F. again, and. belyes him : for, if 
Gorge did ſay that man was fallen from his firſt ſtate, andiin this 
faln eſtate man was called a Beaſt, and unreaſonable, and worſe 
then ſome of the Beaſts, as ſheep, who feed together gently, and 
donot deſtroy one another, he ſaid true; for man was made inthe 
Image of God, and ſo he had reaſon given to him above all the Beaſts 
of the Field, to name thera by the Wiſdom and Power of God. 

Andthe next thing he ſayes, be a:ked CG. F. the difference berween 
the Soul of a Max and a Beaſt. ; 

G. F'sanſwer was,God breathed into Man and he became a living 
Soul, this was truth. 

Andalſo that George Fox ſbowld ſay, he breathed into all Creatures, 
and when they were at an end, they returned to God. 

Anſw. Theſe laſt words were not G. F's, he wrongs him; but 
theſe were his words, that God upheld all things by his Word and 

Power, who had given every thing life and breath; and all things 
were upheld by him both moveable and immoveable, and they had 
their being from the Creator ; but man had a preheminency above 
them all, and he gives breach and lifeto all, and is a great Lord 
and ſuſtainer of all.chings, and all things praiſe his Name, as David 
ſpeaks;which,if .S.had read David's Pſalms,he might bave anſwer- 
ed himſelf, how his works praiſe bim. . And 
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And again $mith faith, chat George Fox buked nor upon God a be- 
ing a Spirit,but 4s a great Light, the Light of the day,and the night as 
the Devil; with a great deal of ſuch ſtuff may be ſeen in the eighth 
page of his book: and ſaith, :hat George Fox, nor «hers, do nor 
believe that there are either Angels oy Devils. 

Anſw. All theſe things are falſe, and never believed nor ſpoken 
of amongſt the Quakers 3 bur be hath belyed wronged, and 
abuſed them in uttering ſuch Lyes of them 3 manifeſting bimleif, 
that he bath neitherthe fear of God, nor a good Conſcience, for 
Godis a Spirit, and is to be worſhipped in the Spirit, &c. as our 
Booksthroughout the Natjon fully declares : And Godis Light, in 
whom is no Darkneſs at all, that is Scripture. And God that 
made the Light, and divided the Lighe from the Darkneſs, the Light 
he called Day, and the Darkneſs he called Night (this was before 
the Serpent was made) and who made all things in fix dayes, and 
ſaw all things that he made was good, and bleſſed them ; and fo 
the night and the day was bo:h good : And ic was never the Qua- 
kers Principle to ſay, rhat the outward night or darknefs was the 
Devil; bur the Darknetfs that comes by the Power of Darkveſs, the 
Devil, that Night is of him, andis evil. 

And whereas Smith ſcoffs in the ninth page of his Book, at the 
Light which the Quakers own, (which is Chriſt Jeſus our Lighe 
and Life) and calls it « New L:ght. 

No, It is the ſame that the Apoſtles and Prophets bore witneſs 
of, and ſo they do believe there are Angels and Spirits, which the 
Scripture ſpeaks of : and Chriſt calt out many evil Spirits; it had been 
wellif they had been caſt out of $-z5:h before hedied. And fo all can 
judge who have read our Books,and have been frequently among us 
at our Meetings, that theſe are Lyes which he hath uttered againſt us 
in his Book. 

And further he proceeds againſt us, thet we neither believe that 
Angels are Spirits, nor that the Devils are Spirits, and that be uſed 
hs beſt endeavours to overtern thu Principle of the Duakers. 

Anſw, We never heard him diſcourſe of any ſuch things; but on- 4 
ly telling of Spirits walking in Steeple-bouſe yards, or the like to | 
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frighten children, which he was reproved for, 


And then he brings anatber falſe accuſation; a though the Qua- | 
hers did not hold that a man ſhould bave a beeing after thas life, | ; 
Which accuſation is altogetber falſe; for the Saints have not - 
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in this World hope only, bat they are Heirs of a Kingdom, thar 
ſhall never have end; and that they ſhall receive in this Life a 
hundred fold, and a Life chat ſhall never have anend, even Life 
Everlaſting. So it was Nathaniel Smirh that fell from Truth it 
ſelf, and qwas brought inco confuſion, And neither could he ſet us 
one againſt another, ſor generally Friends ſaw him. ; 

And he ſpeaks of ſome among the 2 uakers that owned, that there 
were Angels, aud Spirits, and an immortal Soul. 

Anſw. This was always our Principle from the very firſt, char 
the Spirirs, or Squls, or Angels that are fallen, and lived not in 
the Power of Godand in the Truth, ſhould receive wo and miſery : 
bucthey who kept their Babitation ſhould receive glory : And cri- 
bulacion upon every Soul that doth evils but mercy and peace to 
chem that do well. | 

And chen he tells tbe World, ke hath kept theſe wrapped up in hu 
Cloſſer, he being one of ms, = 

Anſw. It isa long time fince; for as was ſaid before, he hath 
been about twelve or thirteen years from us in his Rantiſm, 

And in the tenth and eleventh pages of his Book he hath uttered 

more of his Lyes: That the Duakers boaſted both in the North and 
Sonth that they (howld not be ronchedwith the Flagne ; and this he ſays, 
they pretended a Revelation of the Spirit : and that there died more of 
the Duakers then any otber prople, conſidering theur number : and thus 
he ſaith was propheſied of amongſt our Frienas at | ancaſter, and in the 
North : and he ſays, after be had diſcovered this, they would hardly 
look upon him ; but when it cams to paſs he was received into favorr 
ALAn. 
; Anſw. Theſe are things of his own making ; for we never heard 
\ thatthey made ſuch boaſteither in che North or South ; and never 
pretended Revelations nor Viſions : but it ſeems he wants ſome mat- 
ter-to ſlander and abuſe the people called Quakers, and therefore 
hach he added Lyeto Lye: and ſo thoſe falſe viſions, and counter- 
feic ſights was bis own, and he is gone into the Grave with them : 
neicher was he received into favour more by Friends then he was 
before; for he came but ſometimes amongſt Friends. 

And as for the judgment, concerning the Plague coming upon 
the City, was ſeen, and ſpoken of, as it may be ſeen by our Papers 
and Books unto this day. ? 
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And in the aid eleventh page, he ſayes, he came to Londen, and 
went to vifir Bilkiah Bedford, « good Friend which carried Litters to 
tbe King : (he means the Sufferings of Friends who were in Pti- 
ſon) and he fays, he oft*» found George Fox with him, and G. F. 
would enquire of him what he had done at the Conrt with Faperi, & c. 
and Smich (ſaith) be rhowghe himſelf the more happy, and thought - 
” that mean! be might get Patients; and fo be fars be had two or three. 

atients. - 

Anſw. Now people may ſee this man his coming among Friends, 
how he thought to ger credit and means amongſt us ; but it ſeems 
he loſt his end : and here, ia his own confefſion, Friends were wil- 
ling to do bimg ind was not he judging Friends before of their 
reſpeting perſons, Mid preferment, and now he thoughc to per it 
himſelf; bar he Hath loft ic: and yer, by his own confeffion, be 
helped him to two or three Parients. 

And whereas he ſays, he found George Fox and Hilksah Bedford 
often together 3 tbar is falſe : for he never ſaw G. F, but once 
at Hilkiab Bedfords, and he came in, and went his way, for he 
would bardly ſpeak, and Hilkzah ſaid, he was the Clowniſheſt cone 
ditioned man that ever he ſaw in his life. 

So its clear, the end of his coming to the City was to get ac- 

uaintance among our Friends, for his own ends : and then how 

oon he ſays he loſt it, when indeed, his carriage was not ſo hand- 
ſom,bue that he might ſoon do it : nevertheleſs its clear that Friends - 
would have done him good, who will do good againſt evil: For in- 
deed, when he went up and down backbiting and flandering in that 
manner, it made ſober people to be ſhy of him, though we wete 
render to all; for if he had been ſuch'a prudent ard ingenious 
man, as he pretended, and ſuch a Student in Phyfick, who pretends 
edacall roit (which Friends could not believe) he might, have 
done more gocd then he did. | Ec; OO : 

And Nathaniel Smith, who calls himſelf a Student in Phyſik 
he knew nor what lirrl- pibble-ſtones are, but asked Hilkiab what 
they were, in page 13. this is a ſtrange Student in Phyſick, and 
knows not what Pibble- tones are; this man hath bur little knows 
ledp in all the Creatien. 

And whereas in the nineteenth page of his Book be ſcoffingly 
ſpeaks of the Prakers Cope, _— they confeſs their Sinners, and 
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the Duakers tale thew into'a little Room to confeſs them. | 
- This is as falſe, as truth is truth, And then, ſaith he, sf chey be 
ſumman'd to come into the Conrt the third time, then Sentence i« paſt 
wpon.them; this is falſealſo. | 

, Siplen faith, ths proviledge was wot granted to him : It was his own 
deſire to meer with Friends 3 and it any ſummon'd him in, it was: 
himſelf; for he argu, > as he ſaith in_.his Book : So if 
any ſummon'd a Court, it was himſelf, for it was brought into our 
publick Meeting : for ſeveral Friends went to ſpeak with this 
Smith, hearipg of his looſne(s, (and that be went ſometimes under
